rived from and the method of tlieir is- 
sue supervised by the nation.

The public is interested in the rail- 
road companies being able to raise suf- 
lioient additional 
capital 
to keep 
the 
railroad properties abreast of tlie pro-

"That capital cannot be secured \mless 
investors ran be induced to furnish it,

Ex-President Roosevelt, speaking at Battle Creek for Mr. Hughes 
and the republican ])arty, d e c l a r e d ' ' W i l s o n keeps us out of war! 
Neither Washington nor Lincoln kept up out of war. 
They ])ut 
righteousness before peace. 
Provident Wilson by liis policy of tame 
submission to insult and isijury rroiii all wlioni he fears has invited 
',hc murder of our men, women and children."' 


And there you have it. The ]n-esident has kept this country out 
Di the European war and decla ros that the jiolicy ])r()j)osed b\' ]Mr. 
Haghes will get us into it. 
H will be observed that ]\Ir. Roosevelt 
does not deny it, and ]\Ir. llnjihcs -will not go to the lengtii of re- 
pudiating Mr. Roosevelt's statcinenl, by uttering a denial 011 liis own 
account. 


The plain fact of the matter is that the r)pposition to the presi- 
dent, in its desperate search for a vulnerable point of attack, lias been 
forced to indefensible extremes in tiie attempt to set u]) valid rea- 
son for his defeat. The voter Avho is giving thoughtfnl attention to 
tlio situation will quickly discovei* that two courses are ojien to him. 
He can continue to trust President AYilson who has thus far kept us 
at peace, or he can play with fire by experimenting with aji untried 
doctrine of something rather indefinite but threateningly different 
that is being offered instead.

THE STOCK BOOM. 


Face to face, Ex-President Taft and i]x-President Roosevelt have 
met after many montlis of enmity and the bloody chasm has beei 
bjidged at a reception given for ]\[r. Hughes. There was none of the 
effusive "My Dear Theodore" and "My Dear Will" of the olden 
days. Instead, there was a very formal, not to say chilly and mo- 
mentary, grasp of the liand, a perfunctory "how do you do?"—and 
the colonel passed on to greet others. 
As a joyous reunion and a 
burying of the hatchet it was a dismal failure. It is evident we need 
compulsory arbitration among ex-presidents in this cotmtry as well 
as in industrial and international disputcii. 


A number o£ the metropolitan newspapers are now indulging in 
the quadricnnial relaxation of taking "straw" votes over the coun- 
try, and one of them says its figures point to a "possible" plurality 
of 114,270 for Mr. Hughes in Indiana. In Ohio, generally accounted 
as rock-ribbed republican, the paper is able to discern a ''possible" 
plurality of but 4(5,477 for the hundred per cent candidate. The man 
who takes a straw vote and can't bring forward the sort of result he's 
looking for has simply missed the fine art of straw vote taking. 
In 
the case of the Indiana figures above quoted, however, proficiency has 
risen to the pinnacle of positive genius.

York World remarks, stocks are worth 
what they are selling for, under 
old- 
fashioned investment rules, "if current 
earnings are to be maintained for any 
length of time." 
TJuis United 
States 
Steel common's earnings, he says, fully 
justify its current quotation. 
"Xo in- 
dustry, however, is so much subject to 
fluctuation as the steel industry, and yet 
no one can tell how far the present tiile 
of prosperity will rise nor how long the 


day of reckoning will be postponed." 
It 
may not be necessary, yet, to hang out 
the danger signal. But any man or wo- 
man with money to invest will do Avell 
to exercise caution instead of blindly fol- 
lowing the crowd. 


Speaking generally, the public always 
loses in the stock market. 
That is be- 
cause the amateur investor doesn't buy 
stocks until a rising market has called 
his attention to them, and he pays the 
highest price. 
Thus sooner or later his 
stock loses value. 
Tlie expert Tin est or 
buys when prices are low, and \inloads on 
the amateur when they arc high.

four of the tablets in the water 
and 
drank the content.s. 


After .swallowing the poi.son he called 
to the watchman, \Villiani Orotrian. 
A.« 
the watchman approached he lianded him 
the tumbler and told him he could have 
it a.s he wa.-i finished with it now. 
Orot- 
rian inquired what he had done, where- 
upon Boh.ver informed him he had swal- 
lowed poison. 
The police anil)ulance was 
called and he was rushed to the hospital. 


As he lay on thf^ oerating table at 
the hospital, writhing in pain, Bohyer 


e.xpressed himself that he was sorry for 
what he had done. 


"My wife left me over a month ago," 
he said, "and I loved her so much. She 
would not come back to me. 
She j«} 
staying at 2508 Chestnut street. I think 
she works at thet soap factory now. 
I 
am not sure. 
O, I wish she would have 
come back to me for I loved her mòre 
than anyone else in this world. 
It ha.«» 
bothered me for several weeks. 
I could 
not stand it any longer, so I decided to 
end my troubles." 


He stated to Dr. J. Frank IMnnen, tho 
police surgeon, that he had taken four 
tablets of bichloride of mercury. 
Each' 
tablet contains seven and one-half grains 
of poison and one tablet, declares the 
physician, is sufficient to kill a main. 


Bohyer and his wife moved away from 
Fort Wayne to hio two years ago and 
distant relatives stated Wednesday a f t - 
ernoon that they did not know that they 
had mo%'ed back to 
Fort 
Wayne. 
It 
could not be ascertained what the trouble 
was between Bohj-er and his wife. 


The police found a note in Bohyer» 
clothes which reads as follows: 
"Please 
call my wifn, Mrs. Anna Bohver, and 
tell hor that T did this all for'the love 
I had for her. 
I loved her and no other. 
Her address is 2Ó08 Chestnut street."

tucky, Illinois, Ohio and Indiana. 


The sessions are to be morning and 
afternoon each 
day, supplemented 
by 
luncheon and dinner meetings of state 
delegations, officers of state tuberculo- 
sis associations, visiting nurses and rep- 
resentatives of sanatoria. 
General ses- 
sions of the conference will be sand- 
wiched in^ between numerous "consulta- 
tion tables,'' no fewer than fourteen of 
these latter having five meetings each in 
prospect. 


The general sessions themselves have 
forty-one set addresses on their 
pro- 
grams and several business sessions of 
the delegates also are to be held.

Hughes bj' the Union League clul® of 
this city. 


The occasion served to bring Colonel 
Roosevelt and Mr. Taft face to face for 
the first time in more than a year. They 
clasped hands for a moment, each said 
to the other 
"How do you do," and 
bowed. 
Colonel Roosevelt then passed 
on to take his place in the receiving 
line. 


Later in the evening Colonel Roose- 
velt and IMr. Taft met again in the 
elevator with Chauncey 
Depew and 
George R. Sheldon. 
Colonel Roosevelt, 
it was reported, 
inquired 
after the 
health of Mr. Taft. They did not meet 
agfiin during the evening. 
Mr. Roose- 
velt later declined to comment oji the 
meeting. 


Messrs. Hughes, Roosevelt and Taft 
addressed the club members and their 
guests after the formal reception in the 
main room of the club. In their speeches 
each assailed the administration 
more 
vigorously than before during the prc.s- 
ent campaign. 


"We 
have 
heard in recent 
days," 
Sir. Hughes said, "tliat the alternative

Death List in Cleveland 


Bridge Tragedy Will Be 


Increased. 


TESTIMONY IN CASE 


AT WIDE VARIANCE 


Investigation Follows Col 


.„ lapse of Viaduct After 


Cars Collide. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 4.—The death 


list in last night's bridge tragedy, in 
which two street cars plunged thirty 
feet from the West Third street via- 
duct to the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
tracks, remained at two today, but of 
the sixty injured it was expected one or 
two would die. 


Two investigations were under way 


nto the disaster, one in charge of city 
officials and the other by the Cleveland 
Railway company. The bodies of the 
dead, Conductor Otto Borchcrt and Mrs. 
Clara Dille, a passenger, were still at 
morgues today, but were to be sent to 
their homes before night. 


Testimony is Conflicting. 


Conflicting testimony was available 


today as to the cause of the accident. 
Some claimed a runaway southbound 
car, rushing upon the bridge, was de- 
railed and collided with a northbound 
car, the force of the crush .causing the 
bridge to collapse. 
Others' said the 


southbound runaway car hit a delivery 
wagon and was derailed, but that the 
northbound car was at a standstill, hav- 
ing been stopped when the runaway 
car was seen approaching. The bridge 
fell, they contended, when the south- 
bound car hit the wagon and the two 
cars did not actually come together un- 
til the bridge fell and threw them 
against each other. 


One Car Runs Wild. 


The accident occurred when a south- 


bound Scranton road car, carrying a 
crowd of women shoppers home at the 
rush hour, broke away from the motor- 
man on a hill approaching the bridge 
and tore dnwn upon the north approai-b 
to the bridge just as a northbound car 
reached the" same point. The runaway 
car jumped the track and struck t!:v 
northbound car. The combined weight 
of the two cars and the shock of the 
collision was too much for the wooden 
bridge, which sagged and then gave way. 


Edna Waddington, a telephone opera- 


tor employed by the Erie railroad, saw 
the accident from where she sat at her 
switchboard and turned in a call for 
ambulances, doctors and the fire depart- 
ment. 


Hundreds Hear Cries. 


Hundreds within earshot of the FCCJIC 


heard the shrieks and cries of pain and 
terror as the cars carried their burden, 
for the most part women, to death or 
injury. 


The work of rescue began at once. 


Those who had not been seriously in- 
jured extricated themselves and then 
gave aid to those less fortunate. It was 
not long until thirty had been taken out
